Farming accident claims life of 
former 4-H agent Tom Stephenson

Bracken County was saddended at the death of former 4-H Extension Agent, Tom Stephenson, on Wednesday, January 
22, 2013. Stephenson, 74, was apparently knocked down and attacked by a bull he was delivering to the Mason County 
farm of David Emmons. According to Robert Palmer, Assistant Mason County Coroner, Stephenson suffered head injuries 
and a possible neck fracture in the attack. 

Mr. Stephenson is most remembered for “making the best better” during his 26 year tenure as the Bracken County 4-H 
agent. He touched the lives of hundreds if not thousands of Bracken County students and helped to shape their lives for the 
better through his kindness and leadership. He began as agent in 1969 and served until his retirement in February of 1995. 
In later years, Mr. Stephenson served on the board of the Bracken County Industrial Authority in hopes of drawing more 
business and industry into the county. 

Mr. Stephenson is survived by his wife of 50 years, Roberta; two children, Evette and Tommy; one grandson, Tyler; 
one sister; and a host of other family members and friends.

In 1923 we added regis¬ 
tered Jerseys, which gradually 
replaced the grades. Now we 
have an official record on ev¬ 
ery cow in the herd. 

Bees were also added to 
our little enterprise. 

On Dec. 2, 1932, we wel¬ 
comed another visitor. Bob. 
He is in the second grade of 
Brooksville school now. 

We decided in 1932 that a 
small orchard would work in 
well as a side line. We plant¬ 
ed 700 apple and peach trees, 
which with care and attention, 
have come into bearing and 
produced a fair crop this year. 

We do diversified farming 
and try to follow the govern¬ 
ments soil conservation pro¬ 
gram. 

We owe more than we 
can ever express to Dad (John 
Kalb, deceased in 1933) who 
set us an example of how 
farming should be done on 
these hills. 

Our aim is to farm in such 
a way that when we are called 
away the land that has been 
entrusted to us will be good, or 


a little better, than it was when 
we took charge of it.

This is 
a winter that we have not 
experienced in this area for 
a number of years and it is 
forcing us to realize that not 
all winters are created equal! 
For those of you wanting 
something to do, a Google 
search of the harshest weather 
that this part of the country 
has experienced will be most 
revealing! Needless to say, 
we, like many of you, have 
lived through some of these 
record-breaking storms and 
collectively, we can tell those 
less-experienced in surviving 
winter storms, that this will 
pass! What is important 
to remember is to keep a 
good attitude! Our State and 
County Road Departments 
are doing the best they can 
to keep up with the storms 
and remind us that when road 
temperatures are below 15 
degrees, salt will not work! 
Brine works a little better 
in lower temperatures, but 
with the temperatures and 
wind chills that are gripping 
the area. Mother Nature 
continues to show us just 
who is in charge! 

This is Kentucky winter 
at its worse and our main job 
is to be prepared at home, at 
work and on the road. Make 
sure there are sufficient staples 
in the pantry that can be eaten 
out of the can or bag, because 
power can be interrupted 
without warning, especially 
if we get heavy winds and 
even more so if the power 
lines are covered in ice! At 
work, be sure to keep abreast 
of any developing weather 
situations. Employers should 
be sympathetic to employees 
who must travel a distance 
and allow them to leave 
ahead of an oncoming snow 
or ice storm. And on the 
road, keep blankets, a flash 
light, extra water, maybe 
a snack, and even extra 
medication. With cell phones 
on almost everyone’s person, 
communication might seem 
to be a given, but there are 
‘dead’ areas where these 
devices will not work, so 
keep that in mind. 

Along with patience, 
we must all engage in using 
common sense! Don’t leave 
the house without sufficient 
clothing, meaning dress for 
the weather! Wearing too 
much clothing trumps not 
having on enough any day! 
Jackets, hats and gloves can 


be removed, but if you don’t 
have them with you, you sure 
can’t put them on!

Hunters post another 
record deer harvest 
in Kentucky 

A year after establish¬ 
ing an overall deer harvest 
record, Kentucky hunters did 
it again. 

The 2013-14 deer sea¬ 
son in Kentucky ended Jan. 
20 with a total harvest of 
144,404 animals. That repre¬ 
sents a gain of more than 9 
percent over the previous re¬ 
cord set during the 2012-13 
season. 

“This year we were 
ahead of the curve,” said Da¬ 
vid Yancy, deer biologist with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“Hunters harvested more 
deer in September than they 
ever had, the October youth 
weekend was the best it had 
been since 2008, there was

a slightly better than aver¬ 
age muzzleloader season and 
then modem gun season was 
way better than it normally is. 
It sort of held throughout.” 

A spotty crop of acorns 
and other hard mast across 
Kentucky had deer on the 
move, and made them more 
vulnerable to hunters. 

An increase of about 
9,000 deer permits sold - 
about one third of those com¬ 
ing through youth sports¬ 
man’s licenses - also meant 
there were more hunters in 
the field. 

“The poor acorn crop 
was a major factor in getting 
those deer out into the open 
and into the harvested corn 
fields and the food plots,” 
said Tina Bmnjes, deer pro¬ 
gram coordinator with Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife. “The 
weather during the modern 
gun season and during the 
muzzleloader season was not 
as wonderful as it was last 
season, but we didn’t have 
any epic ice storms or some 
sort of huge flood. Hunters 
were able to get out.” 

Harvest totals for fire¬ 
arms, archery, muzzleloading 
and crossbow were up across 
the board. A record 104,619 
deer were taken by firearms 
hunters. Archery hunters 
harvested 20,833 whitetails 
while muzzleloader hunt¬ 
ers bagged 15,641 deer and 
crossbow hunters reported 
taking 3,311 deer. 

Male deer accounted for 
nearly 54 percent of the deer 
harvested. Out of the 77,719 
male deer taken, 9,962 were 
antlerless, according to tele¬ 
check data. 

Three of the top five 
counties in terms of estimat¬ 
ed deer densities produced 
the top harvest totals. Hunt¬ 
ers in Owen County took 
4,069 whitetails to lead the 
state followed by Pendleton 
County with 3,464 and Crit¬ 
tenden County with 3,033. 

Kentucky’s deer herd 
was estimated at approxi¬ 
mately 900,000 prior to the 
season. Herd estimates are 
derived through computer 
modeling that takes into ac¬ 
count harvest and age struc¬ 
ture data. 

Bmnjes tempered her 
expectations for this past 
season, thinking it might be 
average compared to the re¬ 
cord harvest of 131,395 deer 
posted in 2012-13. 

“We ended up with a 
huge, record-breaking year,” 
she said. 

After a second record 
harvest in as many seasons, 
deer are looking at a land¬ 
scape that has more to offer, 
Bmnjes said. 

“The potential is there for 
the does that make it through 
this cold winter to have re¬ 
ally high fawning success, 
and those bucks that make 
it through this cold winter, 
they’re going to be the best 
of the best,” she said. “If we 
can get a good spring, we 
might not see the numbers 
next year, but we’ll see a lot 
of quality deer out there.”
